It features, particularly, Hal Greer, the lean swiftie of the 
backcourt, using Wilt's towering stature as a guidepost for 
quick cuts to the basket, confident that Chamberlain will slip 
the ball to him at the propitious moment for shooting. 


Although his own point production has been cut in half 


from his peak seasons, Wilt revel* in taking over what used 
to be the little man's domain— the role of feeder for others. 


He hasn't exactly shrunk back into the crowd. He tops the 


rebounding rolls again with better than 23 per game, still 
leads in field goal percentage and keeps collecting points at 
a rate calculated to solidify his position as the most prolific 
scorer in history. Physically, he's not demure either, with a 
luxurious growth of goatee and such accoutrements as a 
three-quarter length black sealskin coat of high sheen and 
the custom-built Bentley.

"Changes," will have to be 
changed b e c a u s e there al- 
ready is a film by that name 
—and to give you a rough idea 
of the type of plot it has, con- 
sider this scene: 


The setting is wartime, an 


unspecified war. The four are 
in Gl uniforms, in a large, 
economy-sized foxhole. Shells 
are 
bursting around therri. 


Peter Tork runs out to get 
help and along comes Green 
Bay Packer linebacker Ray 
N i t s c h k e , in full football 
equipment, and blocks him 
out, No explanation, of course. 


Nesmith was able to re- 


lax while the cameras focused 
on Tork, Davy Jones and 
Mickey Dolenz. He is a bright, 
articulate and pleasant young 
man, given to big words ana 
refreshing frankness. 


"We c o u l d n ' t have gone 


through another season with 
the series," he said. "We 
were in the middle of a po- 
litical struggle and, although 
we didn't precipitate any of 
it, we got a bad press. Now 
we've instituted an open-door 
policy—we'll talk to anybody, 
any time. This has been a 
moral victory for us." 


They will continue together 
as a group, of course, with 


the movie, recordings (they're 
doing their own now, Nesmith 
says), personal appearances 
and television specials. 


"Now we'll be able to do 


the things the way we want 
to," Nesmith says, "We each 
have our own style—Peter is 
understatement, quieter, me- 
lodic; Mickey is ragtime, old- 
fashioned; Davy is Broadway, 
mohair tuxedo; and I'm hard- 
driving West Coast rock—and 
our albums will have a bit of 
each." 


He says that the "pop music 


establishment" Is down on 
them, possibly out of jealousy, 
and that they haven't 
re- 


ceived the recognition they 
deserve as musicians. But he 
believes, with time, that will 
change and they will be ap- 
preciated. 


"People think we're tools of 


the establishment," he says, 
"but we're not. We're really 
the truest expression of the 
iconoclastic youth of today," 


Their personal lives have, 


naturally, changed consider- 
ably since the l i g h t n i n g 
struck. Nesmith, has adjusted 
beautifully to the problems of 
fame and fortune. 


"The solution," he says, "is 


to realize what you can and 
cannot do, I learned early that 
I can't go into Denny's for a 
hamburger. 
But I've found 


quiet, out-of-the-way places 
where I can go—it may cost 
me $50 to get in, but I have 
privacy. 


"If I'm going anywhere. I 


know I'll be mobbed. So I 
either go prepared for it, or I 
don't go. I don't think that 
any of the big stars—Cary 
Grant, Jimmy Stewart, people 
like that—have been through 
what we have. Perhaps only 
five others in history have 


had it—Presley and the Bea- 
tles." 


There are compensations, of 


course. 


"It's easy to get used to 


luxury," Nesmith says. "The 
other day, I asked my wife 
how Alfie was working out— 
Alfie is our chauffeur. And 
she said, 'I don't know how I 
ever got along without him.' 
The body adjusts to luxury 
very quickly." 


They are shooting in Bron- 


son Canyon, a rugged area 
only five minutes from the 
heart of Hollywood. Because 
of its proximity to the center 
of things, the canyon has been 
used in hundreds of films. 
Mickey D o l e n z remembers 
when he was a child star in 
Circus Boy that they filmed 
several episodes in this same 
location.

torn the nation's big cities in re- 
cent summers. 


Cohen said, "I wish some of 


the energy that has gone into 
rioting" had gone into efforts by 
the rioters for self improve- 
ment. 


William H. Crook, executive 


director of the Volunteers In 
Service to America—VISTA— 
told a Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion group today the churches 
must react, to the riot commis- 
sion report by rooting out bigot- 
ry and racism in the churches 
themselves. 


Crook, who was once a Bap- 


tist pastor in Texas, *cited the 
report's contention that "white 
racism" Is the basic problem. ,

action is, for there is racism in 
the church," he said. "It has a 
second opportunity to be rele- 
vant, if it will deal with its 
members in rooting out bigotry 
and racism. 


"But the big question is, does 


the church have the courage to 
act, or will she seek escapism 
and act defensively?" 


Crook also urged the churches 


to pay more attention to the 
problems of poverty, contending 
that In most cases "the church 
has failed to be relevant in the 
poverty issue."

cial press of lying and demand- 
ing more freedom. No new dem- 
onstrations have been reported 
since three Warsaw sit-ins end- 
ed Saturday.

tum. Kontum City was hard hit 
by enemy troops during the Viet 
Cong lunar offensive Jan. 30. 
U.S, 4th Division Infantrymen 
went into the city to clear It out.

Declaring that time has run 


out for long-term, gradual steps 
in the face of the swift changes, 
the Rev, Dr, George Johnston, 
dean of United Theological Col- 
lege, Montreal, told the meet- 
Ing: "The time for union was 
the day before yesterday." 


The Rev. Dr. James 1. Me- 


Cord, 
president of Princeton 


Theological Seminary, sounded 
a similar note, citing the rise of 
a "radical, practical Christiani- 
ty" in which various believers 
spurned church divisions to join 
in united action. 


"We stand at a crucial junc- 


ture not in the sense of whether 
we go on or not, but in the sense 
of whether we can be creative 
enough to reflect what is al- 
ready happening in Christianity 
today," he said. 


A study report presented here 


also described widespread and 
increasing 
interdenominational 


operations in many matters, at 
national as well as local levels, 
despite the continued official se- 
paration of the churches.
